From the earliest times the king 
of England was assisted in his gov­ 
ernment by a body of men known as 
the “privy council”—men w’hose ad­ 
vice was sought In the grat-est and 
most delicate affairs' of state. 
But, 
with the gradual increase Of the demo­ 
cratic chame!er of parliament, the 
real government of the nation be­ 
came more and more vested in the 
king’s parliamentary ministers, while 
the rank of privy councilor came to 
he bestowed us a purely honorary dis­ 
tinction upon men

resorted f<»r advice to his 
principal ministers and hence arose 
the custom of selecting the leading 
parliamentary members of the party 
In power.
